TO LEAVE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

Assistant Secretary Will Resign In the 
Fall. 

New York.—A special from Wash¬ 
ington says : Frank W. Hackett will 
tender bis resignation as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy in the fall. He 
has left the city for New Hampshire 
and will inspect the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard. He will inspect other navy 
yards and naval militia organizations 
before returning to Washington next 
month to act as Secretary in the ab¬ 
sence of Secretary Long and to prepare 
bis final report. 

President McKinley and Secretary 
Long have not determined upon Hack- 
ett’s successor. Charles H. Allen, 
who relinquished the Assistant Secre¬ 
taryship to accept the Governorship of 
Porto Rico has been suggested, but it 
is unlikely that Allen would accept 
the minor position after having served 
as chief executive in San Juan. It 
seems to be understood in Cabinet 
circles that if a vacancy occurs in the 
Cabinet Allen will be asked to fill it. 

Government Land at Cheap Rates* 
Honolulu.—Land Commissioner E. 
S. Boyd has announced that it will be 
the policy of his department to sell as 
much of the public land of the Terri¬ 
tory as possible. He says that it will 
be put on the market at very reason¬ 
able rates. He gives as an instance of 
what he means by reasonable rates 
that land worth |100 will be sold for 
$12. He gives as a reason for this 
policy that in view of the failure of 
the Legislature to provide revenue this 
course has become necessary to supply 
money for government expenses. A 
considerable number of leases of Gov¬ 
ernment land have expired within the 
past year or will expire within the 
coming year. All the land included 
in these leases will either be leased 
again or sold.

Tbe old telephone line between 
Pendleton and Thorn Hollow is under¬ 
going repairs. 

A. P. Hanley has been appointed 
postmaster at Kendrick, Idaho, vice J. 
I. Mitcham, resigned. 

Miscreants of La Grande, Or., raided 
signs last week and destroyed property 
to the value of several hundred dollars. 

The Ahsland Preserving Company 
is making preparations to put up 70,- 
000 or 80,000 cans of fruit this year. 

Some of the machinery in the 
Helena mill, at Bohemina was broken 
last week, making it necessary to shut 
down five stamps. 

Work has been commenced at Dailey 
Bour’s mine on Josephine Creek, 
near Kerby, Or. A flume and water 
wheel are under construction. 

The new water company at Roseburg 
is annoyed consderably with broken 
and leaking mains. The difficulties, 
however, will soon be overcome. 

A postofiiee has been established at 
Sheridan, Kitsap County, Wash., on 
the route from Tracyton to Bremer¬ 
ton. Fred G. Reeve has been ap¬ 
pointed postmaster. 

Grant’s Pass corresponded says that 
the Old Channel Mining Company has 
deeded its entire property to J. R. 
Harvey and C. B. Beardsley, who have 
been operating it under bond for about 
a year. The consideration was $90,000. 

At a meeting in Spokane of the repre¬ 
sentatives of the commercial clubs of 
tbe Inland Empire, it was decided to 
postpone tbe proposed federation of 
clubs until the coming fall at least. 
The interest manifested in the pro¬ 
posed organization lias been of such a 
faint-hearted nature that the organ¬ 
izers decided to wait a few months in 
the hope that the necessary enthusiasm 
would put in an appearance by that 
time. 

The report of E. C. Greenman, field 
superintendent of the Fish Commis¬ 
sion, for the month of June, has been 
filed with tbe Master Fish Warden, 
and it gives in detail, with accompany¬ 
ing maps, the investigations that he 
has lieen making at tbe headquarters 
of the Columbia for hatchery sites. 
He writes that be has secured a most 
desirable location at tbe mouth of the 
Salmon River where it enters into tbe 
Grand Ronde. He says lie will now 
begin putting racks in the Umatilla 
River and McKay Creek. 

Orlando Beck, fruit inspector of 
Yakima County, Wash., condemned a 
shipment of California apricots, and 
had the entire lot destroyed. The fruit 
was shipped from H. S. Emerson & 
Co. of Seattle, and evidently passed 
tbe King County Inspector. Photo¬ 
graphs were taken for the purpose of 
showing the exact condition. Some 
specimens of the fruit were so covered 
with scale that they resembled a man 
with the smallpox. The fruit was ex¬ 
amined by many people who pro¬ 
nounced it tbe worst infected of any 
that ever came to North Yakima. 

A SPEEDY AUTOMOBILE. 

W. K. Vanderbilt Now Has a Machine 
Imported From Germany. 

Newport, R. I.—W. K. Vanderbilt 
Jr.’s new automobile has arrived and 
be appeared with it on tbe Ocean 
drive. Vanderbilt, purchased the ma¬ 
chine in Germany and it is said to have 
a speed of seventy-five miles an hour. 
It is much larger than the White 
Ghost, in which he made a record trip 
from Newport to Boston and return last 
summer, but very much resembles it, 
in style. It is a two-seated affair and 
the body is high. Tbe gear and under¬ 
body white. Vanderbilt also brought 
with him from Paris two experienced 
chauffeurs. 

Clarence Mackay also has a fast 
automobile and will bring it hero later 
in the summer, and races will be ar¬ 
ranged beween the two. Vanderbilt is 
president of the National Automobile 
Racing Association and with his White 
Ghost won tbe championship at the 
races held here last season. In order 
to house all bis automobiles Vander¬ 
bilt will have an addition built to his 
stable. Besides tbe White Ghost and 
the new machine, he has as team run¬ 
about and a small racer for Mrs. Van¬ 
derbilt’s use. I 


WHEAT CROP IN NORTHWEST. 

Yield Will Be Thirty-Fir* Million 
Bushel*. 

Tacoma, Wash. — Former Governor 
Miles C. Moore of Walla Walla, banker 
and wheat-grower, announced here that 
the wheat-growers of Eastern Wash¬ 
ington feel certain that tbe great grain 
crop of W’asbington, Idaho and Oregon 
is now past all danger from the hot 
winds which sometimes blow during 
July, greatly decreasing the produc¬ 
tion. Governor Moore estimates that 
tbe crop cf the Pacific Northwest states 
will aggregate 35,000,000 bushels, 
making it a record yield. 

Nearly all of the Washington and 
Idaho crop, together with that of a 
part of Eastern Oregon, wiU be 
shipped to Tacoma for export. The 
farmers of Eastern Washington are 
very greatly interested in the question 
of whether tbe grain fleet now chartered 
and being chartered will provije ade¬ 
quate transportation facilities lor the 
great crop now assured. Their interest I 
results from the fact that the largo 
fleet of grain carriers and the low char¬ 
ter rates materially increases the price 
paid the farmers for wheat. Harvest¬ 
ing about Walla Walla will commence 
next week. .**. 

Present indications are that where 
will he a serious shortage of grain 
sacks, of which the present available 
Pacific Coast supply is somewhat lim- 
! ited. Several vessels are on the ocean 
bringing sacks from Calcutta and Bom¬ 
bay. The State Penitentiary at Walla 
Walla will furnish about 1,300,000 
hags, hut nearly four times this num- 
l>er will be needed in the Walla Walla 
valley. 


ASKS FOR FREE TRADE. 


1'orto Kice Asiembly Adopt* a Resolu¬ 
tion Directed to McKinley* 

San Juan.—In a joint session, last¬ 
ing three hours, the Forto Rican As¬ 
sembly unanimously passed the free- 
trade resolution. The Assembly hall 
I was crowded with people and oheers 
| greeted the announcement that Gover¬ 
nor Allen had signed the resolution. 

The free-trade resolution begins 
witli a preamble in which refereDoe is 
made to section 3 of the Foraker lew. 
The resolution then continues: 

“The Porto Rican Assembly, in 
active session, and acting pursuenttO| 
the instructions of Congress, does 
hereby notify the President of the. 
United States that, by virtue o i tbe] 
Hollander act and other acts, itiljaB 
adopted and put into operation’ JP6ys- 
tem of local taxation to meet the neces¬ 
sities of tbe insular government, and it 
hereby instructs that a copy of this, 
joint resolution lie presented to the; 
President of the United States, and it | 
requests that Governor Allen deliver, 
the resolution to President McKinley, 
in order that proclamation may bo ] 
made by him, and if it shall eeem wise 
and proper to the President of the 
United States the Assembly requests 
that his proclamtaion be issued July i 
25th, as that day is being established 
a legal Porto Rican holiday to com¬ 
memorate the anniversary of the com¬ 
ing of tbe American flag.” 

BRITISH CEMENT INFERIOR. 

Tbe German Product I* Better tjuallty 

and the Belgian Article I* Cheaper. 

New York. —A cablegram to the Sun 
from London says: Mr. Bell, the 
British commercial agent in the United 
States, in reporting on the cement in¬ 
dustry there, says that lie thinks the 
British cement-makers are not paying 
sufficient attention thereto. Apart 
from the increased employment of 
home-made cement, which rose from 
13.2 per cent to 73.9 per cent of tbe 
total used in America between 1891 and 
1899, German and Belgian makers 
are supplanting the British, who, for 
tbe nine months ended in March, 1901, 
furnished only 11 per cent of the total 
imported. 

Bell quotes the Exporter and Im¬ 
porter, as saying that the decline in 
the importation of British cement is 
owing to the better quality of the Ger- J 
man article and tbe cheapness of the I 
Belgian, while the British makers are 
unwilling to improve the quality of 
their product. 

Filipino* Well Treated on Guam. 

Washington.—A report received at 
the Navy Department from Commander 
Seaton Schroeder, Naval Commandant 
of the Island of Guam, indicates the 
Filipino prisoners of war who were 
deported to tbe island are cared for 
with unusual consideration. They are 
quartered about three miles from 
Agana. where Commander Scbroeder’s 
headquarters are located, in substan¬ 
tial, commdHious and comfortable, 
quarters. The prisoners have a govern¬ 
ment of their own and have elected 
General Pio del Pilar as their Presi¬ 
dent. But one death has occurred 
since the colony has been established. 
The confines of the colony are marked 
by a barbed wire f ence and embrace 
about an acre of ground. 

Five Year** Sentenc* for Je**ie Morrison. 

El Dorado Kan. — Jessie Morrison, 
convicted of manslaughter in the 
second degree for the murder of Mrs. 
Clara Wiley Castle, on July 22, 1900, 
was sentenced to five year* in the peni¬ 
tentiary in cloae confinement at bard 
labor. Miss Morriaon took the sen¬ 
tence calmly. 


BETTERMENT PLANS. 

Root Would Have Regulars and 
Militia Join in Maneuvers. 

FIELD EVOLUTIONS ON A BIG SCALE. 


Chief Rendezvous of Troops and the Prin¬ 
cipal Supply Depot Will [Be Near a ^ 
Great Railway Center. 


A special to the Tribune from Wash¬ 
ington says: Secretary Root expects to 
leave the city early next week for an 
inspection of the great military posts 
in the center of the country—Forts 
Leavenwoith and Riley and Jefferson 
Barracks—in furtherance of one of his 
most notable plans for the betterment 
of the American Army system, which 
comprehends the higher professional 
education of tbe regular establishment 
and closer relations between the Army 
and militia. 

With the disappearance of the Indian 
wars, the department recognizes that 
the service naturally divides itself into 1 
two parts, the coast defense system or ] 
artillery, and the Army proper sta-] 
tioned near the groat centers of the 
country, to prepare for war in time of 
peace and to maintain public order. 
Forts Leavenworth and Riley, one with 
150,000 acres and the other with a 
large public land reservation, are 
within a few miles of the junction of i 
twenty railways, including all the] 
great lines of communication of the i 
continent, and it is intended that | 
they shall hereafter he improved and i 
constituted the chief rendezvous of] 
troops, while at Jefferson Barracks, | 
at St. Louis, there will be established, 
the principal military supply depot of [ 
the United States. 

At Forts Riley and Leavenworth,' 
respectively, United States cavalry; 
and infantry schools have already be¬ 
come famous, and it is now proposed to 
materially extend their scope and en- 
large their facilities by assigning to j 
them a greater number of officers for 
instruct ion and a much larger force of ( 
men for practical campaigning. They 
are to bo made practical post-graduate | 
colleges for West Pointers, and prize j 
graduates will be promoted to a course j 
at an Army war college to be created 
at Governor’s island. 

Nearly a million dollars will be 
•pent for new quarters and improve- j 
menta at these forts in the current ] 
fiscal year, and in another year front 1 
now it is the intention to make a start' 
in carrying out at these posts a long 
cherished scheme of co-operative ma¬ 
neuvers of large bodies of troops, com -> 
posed of regulars and National Guards¬ 
men. By next winter it will be feasi-1 
ble, it is hoped, to quarter at least a 
regiment at each of these posts, and a 
few months later a brigade or perhaps 
a division can bo mobilized on each of j 
theso reservations for several months’ 
drill and evolutions under campaign-] 
ing conditions. By another year militia 
may be called from various states, and 
extended field evolutions by an army j 
corps contribute to the higher eduea- ] 
tion of general officers, subordinates 
and enlisted men. 

DELAY QF BATTLESHIPS. 

Tardy Construction Arouse* the Nnval 
Authorities. 

New York.—A special to the Tribune j 
from W’aHhington says: Tbe delay in j 
the construction of battleships, both, 
in England and in the United States, 1 
has at last begun to arouse the indig-1 
nation of high naval authorities. The j 
condition of things is now coming to 
he regarded as so serious in Great Brit¬ 
ain that some of her greatest naval 
strategists and authorities believe her 
supremacy on the ocean has been im¬ 
paired by the failure of shipbuilders 
to carry out their contracts. 

If the naval authorities of Great 
Bitiain [have cause lo complain, the 
United States Navy Department lias 
much greater grievance, for American 
contractors are taking eighteen to 
twenty-four months longer to build a 
battleship than their British rivals. 
Tbe cost of a modern war ship,includ¬ 
ing hull, machinery, armor and arma¬ 
ment, exceeds $6,000,000. Since there 
is progressive improvement both in 
design and material of bucIi vessel, 
and since every part of the vessel is 
exposed to deterioration, there must of 
necessity be an annual depreciation in 
her value as a fighting unit. This 
depreciation, conservatively stated, 
will average 6 per cent of her first cost. 
The delay of two years, therefore, in 
construction of a battleship, and this 
has occurred in tbe case of the Illi¬ 
nois, would result in a direct loss to 
the Government of nearly $750,000. 

Porto Bican Untie* to Be Refunded. 

Washington. — Mr. Tracewell, the 
Controller of the Treasury, has decided 
that the Secretary of the Treasury, 
has authority under the law to re¬ 
fund to Lascelles & Co. of New York 
tbe duties paid by them on sugar im¬ 
ported from Porto Rico between the 
date the treaty of Paris took effect and 
tbe date of the approval of tbe For¬ 
aker act. Tbe dutiea so paid amounted 
to over $470,000. This decision is 
based upon tbe recent insular decisions 
of the Supreme Court. Other claims 
are on file for refunds amounting to 
about $1,500,000. 


I NO SUCCESSOR FOR LE CONTE. BALLINGTON BOOTH SUES. 


Geology «nd /oology Departments Re¬ 
main Under Present Heads. 

No change in the conduct of the two 
departments of geology and natural 
history in the Universisty of California 
will come as a result of the death of 
their former head, Professor Joseph Le 
Conte. They will, however, no longer 
be confined under a single head. They 
will be conducted hereafter as separate 
departments, each with its own chief. 
Associate Professor William E. Ritter 
of the chair of Zoology will be tbe head 
of the former department of geology. 

The separation really makes no 
change whatever. Professor Le Conte 
had been for some years practically re¬ 
tired, and though he still held the 
headship of the two departments, their 
work went on under the direction of 
Professors Ritter and Lawson, as it 
will hereafter. Professor Le Conte 
gave such instruction as he was able 
to, and was free to follow out the 
studies to which he had set his declin¬ 
ing years, llis death then practically 
leaves no vacancy in the faculty of the 
University, and no question of a suc¬ 
cessor to his chair has arisen. 

“There is really no vacancy created 
hv Professor Le Conte’s death,” said 
President Whlieeler when interviewed 
"Professor Lawson and Professor Ritter 
are at the head of- the two depart¬ 
ments. Professor Le Conte gave lec¬ 
tures, but for some time they have 
peformed the executive work. The 
two departments will never again ho 
united under a single head. Very few 
men had the rauge of Professor Le 
Conte, and scientists nowadays are too 
specialized to fill such a broad posi¬ 
tion. The original department lias 
gradually bifurcated. The two parts 
are now entirely separated and must 
remain so.” 

Le Conte’s professorship was one 
of the very first in the University.1] He 
and his brother John were two of the 
first three men called to the faculty 
of the new University, and he has 
held the position continuously ever 
since. His chair now dies with him. 

FEAR MORE RISINGS IN CHINA. 

Mi**iunarte* Are A termed but (lernmij 
lilnkwM an Official Denial. 

Berlin.—A dispatch to the Volks 
Zeitung from China sayB that according 
to advices received at mission head¬ 
quarters many missionaries have re¬ 
turned to the interior of Shantung prov¬ 
ince, where they were well received 
by the Cbineso. Tbe indemnities for 
missions destroyed and Chinese Chris¬ 
tians killed have been nearly all regu¬ 
lated and paid, but the missionaries 
from every locality report their belief 
that the present calm will not last. A 
missionary from Shensi province re¬ 
ports that following the directions of 
the Dowager Empress in Singati-fu 
great preparations for war are being 
made. 

The German Foreign Office snys that 
all official reports received from China 
seem to show that no new preparations 
are being made for further uprisings 
in that country, and that upon investi¬ 
gation the various alarming reports of 
approaching trouble in China were 
found to be unwarranted. 


Towu Trustees* Failure to Make Needed 
Improvements is the Cause* 

Montclair, N. J.—Commander Bal- 
lington Booth of the Volunteers of 
America has begun suit against Mont¬ 
clair for $16,000 damages because of 
the filling up of an old brook in the 
rear of his home in Clairmont avenue. 
After every rain-storm, now it is said, 
his property is flooded. This state of 
affairs has caused sickness in the Booth 
family. The town government is much 
exercised over the suit and are to have 
a meeting with a view to relieving the 
Booths at once and thereby endeavor¬ 
ing to have the suit withdrawn. 

Commander Booth said: “I have 
put up with all the delay in this mat¬ 
ter tiiat I am ever going to, and as the 
suit has now been started the town 
must stand the consequence*. The 

health of my family has been impaired 
by the delay of the town officials and 
the town will he prosectued to the fill 
extent of the law.” 

Oulet Restored In Argentina. 

London.—The Argentine Minister to 
Great Britain, Florence, Dominguez, is 
understood to have received a telegram 
from Buenos Ayres, asserting that 
there has been a complete cessation of 
the disturbances growing out of the pro¬ 
tests against the hill—which the Ar¬ 
gentine Government has announced its 
intention to w ithdraw—for the unifica¬ 
tion of the Argentine debt. 

Edward'* Title to Bo Changed. 

London.—In the House of Commons 
Mr. Chamberlain, the Colonial Secre¬ 
tary, announced that a bill would 
shortly he in changing the title of the 
King so as to more clearly recognize 
his sovereignty over the entire British 
empire.

Internal Revenue Receipts* 

Washington. — The monthly state¬ 
ment of the collection of internal rev¬ 
enue shows that for May the receipts 
from all sources amouuted t to $27,019,- 
717,an increase as compared with May, 
1900, to $2,994,973. The receipts from 
the several sources of revenue are as 
follows: Spirits, $8,901,312, increase; 
$841,212; tobacco, $6,571,193; in¬ 
crease, $1,561,045; fermented liquors, 
$7,319,346; increase, $114,924; oleo- 
margairne, $165,017,; increase, $16,- 
844; special taxes not elsewhere enu¬ 
merated, $17,382; increase, $620; mis¬ 
cellaneous, $4,045,483; increase, $2,- 
994,973. 

During the eleven months of the fis¬ 
cal year the total receipts were $281,- 
092,205, an increase over the corre- ] 
spending period of last year of $13,- 
880,251.

China's credit remains good so long as 
she lias comessions to offer as security. If site display good financiering. China 
can easily pay this amount or even a larger one. to satisfy the pecuniary demand* 
of the powers, the while investing large sums in needed internal improvements. 
The yellow man’s burden is not a financial one. 

China is to-day practically without government for her 400.000.000 of people. 
The royal family is divided, the Empress working against reforms necessary for 
the perpetuity of the empire, and the Emperor being powerless to carry out such 
Improvements ns he considers advantageous for tho nation. Imperial authority 
lacks power to execute its ordinary orders even, neither Empress nor Emperor 
having civil officers of sutticicnt loyalty or armies of sufficient strength to oppose 
the powerful viceroys and crafty mandarins. Such obedience as is secured, 
springs from policy more than from anything else. Dishonesty, corruption, 
treachery, and worse crime exist in the highest ns well as the lowest official and 
social circles. Civilization in its true sense is not appreciated by the average 
Celestial who is an example of a decaying race. China's real burden is to arrest 
decay, roiuvigorate and elevate its 400,000,000 people, a burden which no other 
nation lias to bear. 

It is true that the payment of $300,000,000 indemnity will not make China's 
burden any lighter, no matter how favorable the conditions of payment. It is also 
true that unaided she cannot begin the process of regeneration necessary for her 
further existence as an entirely independent nation. But the Indemnity may 
bring this necessary assistance, since financial obligations will continue inter¬ 
course with some nation or nations able to give direction. Still, the conditions 
are not such that foreign assistance can easily he accepted, a fact that discloses 
the worst pliuse of the yellow man’s burden.
